A firm has been chosen by 
council to conduct a third- 
party operational review of 
Town Hall. 

At Monday night's regular 
council meeting, local politi¬ 
cians opted to accept the sec¬ 
ond highest of five bids from 
firms who applied to under¬ 
take an assessment of effi¬ 
ciency within the Town of 
Fort Erie. 

It will be conducted by 
Western Management, for 
the price tag of $91,247 with 
taxes included. 

On June 13, council sub¬ 
mitted their ranking of what 
would be the best group to go 
ahead with the operational 
review, with KPMG 
Consulting coming out on 
top, with its $52,850 asking

The Randolph Group Consulting ($28,250) were 
($44,318) and Tim L. Dobbie the runners-up. 

At this meeting, council 
tabled the report that rec¬ 
ommended moving ahead 
with KPMG Consulting, 
until presentations could be 
heard by the other two firms 
who also applied to conduct 
the review. 

This took place at a spe¬ 
cial council meeting prior to 
Monday's regular meeting. 

Council heard from 
Western Management 
Consultants, the group 
council eventually endorsed 
' Organizational 



Thoughtware, who put in a 
bid for $98,592. 

A motion was put on the 
table by Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard to accept and move 
ahead with paying $91,247 
for the review. 

"It's imperative we get this 
correct," said Collard.

nally set aside $150,000 for 
this initiative, Collard said 
money is still being saved 
with accepting a bid from a 
company that will cost 
$38,397 more than going 
with the firm that was given 
a top ranking from the 
majority of council. 

"It's still coming in under 
budget and and I think it's 
the best bang for our dollar," 
said Collard. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
feels the Western 
Management group will pro¬ 
vide die depth needed to 
properly address efficiencies 
or inefficiencies at the 
municipal building. 

"This is an investment into 
the future of Fort Erie and I 
think we should take the 



opportunity to do the best 
we can do," said Hill. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
was not pleased with the 
direction the conversation 
seemed to be heading in, 
saying the original plan of 
accepting the bid from 
KPMG Consulting should be 
accepted... because of their 
reputation across the world 
and the price they were ask¬ 
ing. 

"I'm not comfortable this 
evening based on their pre¬ 
sentations, or from what I've 
read, that they're going to do 
twice as much, in regards to 
what we're expecting," said 
Shular. 

Don Lubberts, the coun¬ 
cillor for Ward 5, said before 
he was elected onto council, 
he recalls a figure of $250,000 
being tossed around for the 
possible cost of an opera¬ 
tional review, when mem¬ 
bers of the previous council 
attempted to have an opera¬ 
tional review done, but 
didn't get support from the 
majority of council. 

"At that time, I thought it 


was a lot of money," he 

Now, with council setting 
aside $150,000 for the 
review, it seemed like a 
much easier amount to aim 
for and spending over 
$91,000 shouldn't be con¬ 
sidered a problem. 

"That was a realistic num¬ 
ber to me," said Lubberts. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
agreed, saying the dollars 
being spent are still much 
less than what council could 
have potentially embraced 
in the form of $150,000. 

"It's still coming in 30 per 
cent under-budget than 
what council allocated for 
it," said Steckley. 

Mayor Doug Martin was 
not impressed with the 
direction his council seemed 
to be heading in with this 
decision. 

He feels it's time to start 
pinching pennies and be 
more careful with spending 
taxpayer money. 

"We seem to be spending 
money frivolously," said 
Martin.

It's been one of those weeks 
in the weather...it hurts to 
stand barefoot on a wooden 
deck and eating an ice cream 
cone outside is a messy disas¬ 
ter waiting to happen. 

Many Niagara residents 
anticipated Thursday to be 
the one of the hottest scorch¬ 
ers they have ever experi¬ 
enced., and Environment 
Canada says it is pretty close. 

Marie-Eve Giguere, a mete¬ 
orologist with Environment 
Canada spoke to the Times 
on Thursday at about 2 p.m. 
and the closest thermometer 
regulated by the federal agen¬ 
cy was reading a crisp 35 
degrees Celsius in Welland. 

She did point out that it is 
likely some areas would 
record a higher temperature, 
but Environment Canada 
gets its data from thermome¬ 
ters that are kept in a stan¬ 
dard environment across the 
country. 


"It's to ensure there is no 
direct sun or shadow," she 

In St Catharines, a weather 
station recorded 35.9 degrees 
celsius...but still it could be 
stickier in other areas of the 
region that aren't the same 
temperature as the regulated 
stations where she retrieved 
the data from. 

"Some people walking in 
the street might experience 
temperatures higher than 
those," she said. 

The highest temperature 
Niagara has reached was 37.8 
Celsius... in 1911, 1931 and 
1948. 

From 1967 until 2009 
Environment Canada did 
have a weather station in Fort 
Erie and the highest the mer¬ 
cury ever rose there was in 
2006 when it hit 35.5 Celsius. 

The most crisp it has ever 
been on a July 21 was 1980, 
when local residents were 
burned with a 31 degree tem¬ 
perature. 

Giguere said the term 
'heatwave' is used rather 


loosely and that 'heat epi¬ 
sode' and heat spell' are syn¬ 
onymous to its meaning, but 
efforts are being made to 
make the definition more 

"Environment Canada and 
Health Canada are looking at 
defining 'heat wave' and the 
specific criteria of it," she 

What makes this current 
heatepisodeNorthAmericans 
are dealing with unique, is 
that it is caused by a tropical 
air mass that has increased 
the humidex to around 45 
degrees. 

Because of this, overnight 
lows for the week that are 
expected to last until the 
weekend are above the aver¬ 
age most people are used to. 
They are usually around the 
high teens this time of year, 
but have been a steady 22 
degrees for most of the week. 

"It makes the heat episode 
more uncomfortable because 
the body doesn't get to cool 
down as much at night," she

"I’m not comfortable with 
it being folded into the over¬ 
all review," said Martin. 

Critics in the local com¬ 
munity slammed the HIP 
when it first came into effect, 
mosdy because it stripped 
Fort Erie and Port Colborne 
of their emergency rooms. 

Martin said having them 
returned to both municipali¬ 
ties would be great news, but 
hopes the probe of the 
restructuring plan will allow 
for many programs and ser¬ 
vices that remain at Douglas 
Memorial to continue being 
available for patients. 

The urgent care centre is 
open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week...which was not 
part of the plan when it was 
first introduced to the public 
by the NHS. 

"There are many things at 
our hospital that provide 
service and we want to see 
that continue and be 
enhanced," said Martin. 

The burning question for 
Martin, is whether or not 
wait times have increased at 
other Niagara hospitals, 
because people are using 
them instead of seeking 
available treatment at 
Douglas Memorial. 

"Is it because they are no 
longer using the smaller 
hospitals for those less 
urgent situations?" 

Minister of Health Deb 
Matthews asked for the 


review of the NHS in late 
May, following continued 
input from residents and 
Niagara politicians, who felt 
it should be undertaken. 

In a letter to regional chair 
Gary Burroughs, she said 
Ontario is focused on mak¬ 
ing sure all changes that 
have been implemented in 
Niagara's hospitals, were 
done for the right reasons 
and will deliver quality care 

"Our government is abso¬ 
lutely committed to ensur¬ 
ing that the people of Niagara 
have access to the highest 
quality health care," she 

The tripartate committee 
will set the ground rules and 
scope of the review and is 
also responsible for choos¬ 
ing the consultant to execute 
of it. 

Martin expects requests 
for proposals will be sent out 
in September. 

Niagara Falls member of 
provincial parliament also 
attended Monday's briefing 
at the LHIN's office in 
Grimsby. He is pleased with 
a couple of things he has 
heard so far, mostly the fact 
that minister Deb Matthews 
has not limited the scope of 
the review. The committee 
itself will decide what areas 
are touched on, and will be 
able to investigate more than 
just what has been imple¬ 
mented so far.

of Fort Erie's chief adminis¬ 
trative officer for the last five 
and a half years, announced 
on Thursday he has accepted 
another job in Ottawa. 

He is the second senior 
staff member to relocate to 
another municipality this 
year, following Rino Mostacci 
leaving his position as direc¬ 
tor of planning and commu¬ 
nity development 

Schlange has accepted the 
role of vice-president of 
operations for the Eastern 
Ontario Laboratory 

Association (EORLA), where 
he will oversee a project that 
calls for the consolidation of 
16 clinical labs and 700 staff 
members. 

The EORLA is a shared 
services, not-for-profit cor¬ 
poration and Schlange has 
been recruited to help make 
the model work.

Erie is able to tell the story 
of the soldiers who lived 
there during the War of 
1812. 

“Our focus with all of the 
improvements is to tell the 
story of the people,” says 


Heather Gorman, manager 
of the Old Fort. 

Walking into the new 
museum, it is more inter¬ 
active, offering a hands-on 
history lesson. 

She says some of the 
information in the muse¬ 
um was provided by resi¬ 
dents in the community. 

"We had a great-great- 
great grandson bring us a 
picture of Daniel King, who 
was a soldier in 1817—it’s 
really exciting.” 

Along with the museum 
experience there are daily 
demonstrations of the 
weaponry of the war and 
daily skirmishes. 

The fort has also added a 
surgical room and a native 
encampment room to show 


the items used during 
those times. 

“In the surgical room, we 
show all of the tools they 
used to operate on people, 
and in the native room we 
have a beautiful birch bark 
canoe that was used." 

Most of the items in 
these rooms are replicas, 
but the idea behind these 
new features was to replace 
an old and stagnant muse¬ 
um with something a litde 
more interesting, says 
Gorham. 

As part of a project to 
rejuvenate the history in 
the Niagara region, the 
provin¬ 
cial and 
federal 
govern¬ 


ment provided $8.94 mil¬ 
lion in stimulus funding to 
the Old Fort Erie, the 
MacFarland House and the 
Laura Secord House in 


Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

This funding comes in 
preparation for the War of 
1812 bicentennial celebra¬ 
tion, taking place next year.
